Attacking centre falf Luisito 
Monti has the distinction of 
playing in World Cup finals for 
two different nations, having 
represented his nativa Argen- 
tina in.

Fellow Argentinian Raimondi 
Orsi, @ supremely gifted left 
winger, was the subject of 
much conflict when moving 
from Independiente in 1929 
(having been a star of the pre- 
vious year’s Olympics) and hed 
to serve a six-month suspension 
before being allowed to com- 
mence his Italian career. 


Giampiero Combi shrug- 
ged off a disastrous inter- 
national debut — conceding 
seven goals against Hungary 
in 1924, to become one of 
Italy’s bast ever goalkee- 
pers. His 47 ceps was a 
record for the position, until 
beaten by Dino Zoff. 

Only an injury to Azzurri's 
first choice ‘keeper enabled 
Combi to participate in the 
1934 World Cup, yet once in 
the side he was appointed 
Captain! 

The team containing Monti, 
Orsi and Combi entrenched Ju- 
ventus as the most esteemed in 
Haly. Today, it remains the only 
one with truly nationwide popu-~ 
larity. 

After the legendary three re- 
tired, Juve fans had to endure a 
15-year drought before their fa- 
vorites again took the league 
championship. 

The wait probably would 
have been even longer, but for 
the tragic Superega air disaster 
which decimated the dominant 
Torino in 1949 


Juventus inherited its title 
with a team which included two 
exceptional Danish players: 
John Hansen and Cari Proest; 
and the 38 times capped Italian 
international Giampiano Boni- 
parti

Scarpa is the more seasoned 
and gifted of the two. He has 
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drawn his 12-year professional 
experience from Venezia (250 
games), Regina, Avellino and 
now Novello 

He possesses dazzling ball 
skills and flair — the kind 
players are born with 

Scarpa has been kicking 
balls around for as fong as he 
can remember, harnessing his 
natural talents on the dusty 


streets of northern Italy. 

He was a schoolboy star and 
went on to play as an amateur 
international before turning 
pro and joining Venezia at 18. 


He found himself alongside 
such fuminaries as the great 
Sandro Mazzolo, the inventive 
midfield architect of Italy’s 
national team from the early 
sixties to the 1970 World Cup in 
Mexico. 

Scarpa was a regular first 
team player there for six sea- 
sons. 

Tolerico is 27 and a fleet- 
footed striker with a magnetic 
goal sense. 

Like Scarpa, Tolerico is a 
product of the cobblestone 
alleys and dusty, vacant blocks

that played host to countless 
future internationals. 

Tolerico went straight from 
Novello’s church team to its 
calcio flagship where he has 
netted some 50 goals. 

Both players were spotted in 
Italy by Juve’s football dirctor 
(and former NSL coach) Bob 
D’Ottavi. There’s another, a 
19-year-old striker-cum-mid- 
fielder, who is on his way and 
the raps are good about him, 
too! 

D’Ottavi, a passionate club 
man who was big enough to 
forgive those who called for 
his head two seasons back, 
went to Italy on a crisis mis- 


sion 

Decimated by internal 
squabble and the football igno- 
rance of the previous adminis- 
tration, Juve had been a 
shadow of its former self. 

With no depth in its squads 
and no homegrown stars of 
note to fill the big shoes left by 
Dixie Deans and Perin, Juve’s 
diminished pulling power at 
the turnstiles set it on the 
skids. 

D'Ottavi and supremo 
Charlie Caruso reasoned part 
of the solution was in players 
with whom Juve’s largely Ital- 
ian fans could identify... 
Italians, of course. 

Well, Scarpa and Tolerico 
are the ace cards in Juve’s re- 
covery. They came up trumps 
in their debut. Scarpa deligh- 
ted with flair and skill which 
looked so effortless 

Tolerico has a great turn of 
speed, We saw glimpses of it in 
his first game despite nerves 
and the stress of acclimati- 
sing 

“You only saw him (Toleri- 
co) play at ten per cent of his 
capacity,”’ said D'Ottavi. 

What about Scarpa? 

“Yes you haven’t seen 
the best of him yet, either.” 

The modest Scarpa was con- 
tent with his game 

‘“‘| know when [| play well or 
not,”’ he says. ‘'It’s expected 
of you as a professional to give 
your best on the day.” 

Scarpa — known in his team 
as li Rigista (the playmaker) 
— and Tolerico have a great 
understanding on the fieid. 

“It is instinct. I know when 
he’s about to deliver me the

While things seem healthy 
at club level, the Italian 
national team hasn’t exactly 
kept the torch of its stunning 
victory burning with any con- 
viction. It took the Italians 15 
months to win their first 
match as world champions. 
But Scarpa is quick to come to 
his country’s defence on this 
point, 

“Look what more have 
you got to prove after winning 
the ultimate prize?” he asks. 


“Psychologically, nothing 
could come near Spain after 
that. It's only natural. 


“But you just wait and see 
what happens in Mexico’ 
They'll surprise the world just 
like they did in Spain.” 
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Australia B cap- 
tain Tony Hender- 
son has warned 
Iraklis not to bother 
about playing 
against the Soc- 
ceroos if the Greek 
side doesn't like 
being tackled hard. 


“if they can’t take hard 
tackling, it’s pointless play- 
ing against us,"” Henderson 
said, “because that will be 
our game for the rest of the 
series. 


“We'll get stuck in; we'll 
try to put teams off their 
game, and we have the skill 
in Jimmy Patikas and the 
rest of the boys to capitalise 
on anything that crops up. 


“It's a long time since I've 
played against a Greek side. 
They'll be better on the ball 
than Rangers — most Greek 
sides usually are — but 
every game will be hard. 
What I ami sure of is that the 
B team will improve with 
every game.” 


Australia B will meet 
Iraklis next Wednesday at 
Lang Park, Brisbane, and 
the following Sunday at the 
MCG.

He believes that if he 
wants to stay in the squad, 
he has it all to do over again 
— and he started to do it in 
that match. ‘You can't live 
on yesterdays. Too many 
people try to do»that in Aus- 
tralian soccer,”’ he says. “If 
Australia is to get to the 
World Cup, it’s got to be with 
form players. OK, you need 
a bit of stability, but I think 
Frank Arok’s giving that 
now. He has his nucleus for 
the A team and it’s up to us 
from the B squad to break in 
there. 


“J'd virtually given up 
hope of being selected. 
There was a lot of talk about 
Peter Katholos and Arno 
Bertogna being brought in, 
but in the end, I think that 
Eddie Thomson (Australia B 
Coach) just wanted a bit of 
experience in the back. 
You've got the likes of John 
and Micky O’Shea — both ex- 
cellent players — but they 
don’t talk a lot; you’ve got 
Peter Lewis in for the first 
time and you've got Steve 
Blair. All you have to do with 
these guys — they’re ail 
very, very good players — is 
just to organise them a bit 
and that’s where I came in, I 
just fitted the bill."’ 


Experience is certainly on 
Henderson's side. He played 
for Rotherham in England, 
and then in South Africa for 
two years before joining his 
friend, Ron Tilsed, at 
Canberra Arrows in 1977. He 
later moved to Marconi, and 
his long service to the Soc- 
ceroos has included a world 
tour in 1980 and a tour of 
China and Taiwan in 1979. 


At 30, does he see himself 


as a potential member of the 
team that will play World 
Cup qualifying games next 
year? 


“‘That’s entirely up to me. 
I’m not looking for help from 
anyone else. If I'm fit 
enough and I’m playing well 
enough, then I'll expect to be 
playing. I'd like to be play- 
ing, so I don’t see any reason 
why not.”’ 


Henderson was part of the 
1981 World Cup disaster. 
Australia lost 0-2 to New 
Zealand at the SCG — 4 loss 
that effectively eliminated 
the Socceroos from the 
finals. 


What happened? 


“We got it all wrong,”” he 
says. ‘“New Zealand had just 
come back from playing 
about five games in Asia and 
we thought they’d probably 
be tired. It was a silly 
thought because instead of 
coming here as a tired team, 
they came as a closely-knit 
unit. They got that goal — 
Steve Wooddin scored it — 
and we couldn’t recover 
after that. We tried hard but 
we simply weren't good 
enough.” 


What does he say about 
coach Rudi Gutendorf'’s 
claim that the players sabo- 
taged Gutendorf? 


“That was ridiculous,” he 
says. “You look at a profes- 
sional player. His goal, if 
he’s playing for Australia 
and he’s playing to get to the 
World Cup finals — is to get 
there. There’s no such thing 
as sabotage. That was a silly 
claim. I don’t know why 
Rudi thought like that, but I 
suppose there’s nothing we 
can do about it.”” 


Henderson is probably the 
biggest personality in the B 
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squad. Eminently articulate 
— he was “Captain Socce- 
roo’’ on Channel O's child- 
ren’s soccer show for a while 
— he is well respected by his 
team mates for his in 
telligence as well as his 
soccer ability. And although 
he’s playing in defence, he is 
one of the team’s greatest 
attacking strengths as well. 


“We plan to get as many 
big fellows forward as we 
can on set pieces — Steve 
Blair, Mike O'Shea, myself, 
and even Peter Lewis,’’ he 
says. “What we try to co 
when we get into the box, is 
just to create a bit of panic 
in there. If the ball falls 
down to Charlie Egan, 
Dougie Brown, Gary Cole or 
just outside the box to 
Jimmy Patikas, we expect 
them to get stuck in there 
and maybe try to get a goal 
for us." 


Henderson was dis- 
appointed by Jim Fearn's 
refereeing of the scoreless 
draw in Melbourne last 
Sunday week, ‘‘I don’t know; 
it seems to be the norm for 
Australian referees — not 
just Jim Fearn. They try to 
be too neutral. You go some- 
thing like Greece, or any- 
where in Europe, and you 
don’t get anything. They try 
to be as hostile as possible. 
In fact it’s like playing 
against 13 players. Austral- 
ian referees try to be fair, 
but if they'd only be a bit 
more stable, I’m sure they'd 
get full support from us.”’

“I'd love to play against them and to 
score a goal would be an extra bonus. I 
want to go back to England — nothing will 
stop me changing my mind,"’ Slater said.

During his stay at Nottingham Forest, 
Slater continually made the headlines.

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MCG, SCG defended 


Peter Sheean, director of 
Australian Soccer Federation 
Marketing Ltd, has countered 
criticism of the Sydney and 
Melbourne venues for the inter- 
national soccer festival being 
staged throughout May and 
June. 


Some criticism had been levelled at both the 
Sydney and Melbourne Cricket Grounds be- 
cause of their size and the distances between 
spectators and the actual soccer playing area. 

National coach Frank Arok summed up the 
general feeing of soccer afficionados. _ 

“We need to play in a real soccer stadium,” 
he said. 

We need to have the crowd breathing down 
the necks of our opponents at World Cup 
games, otherwise there is little advantage in 
playing the match at home,”’ Arok said. 

But Sheean was unmoved. 

“The only reason we went to those grounds 
was because they were the only ones that 
could provide us with enough seats,’’ Sheean 


said. 
“We had 12,000 people at the MCG in the 
first Melbourne match, all of them in seats. 
“In the next few weeks we expect 30,000 to 
40,000 at games in Melbourne and we can 
guarantee them all seats at the MCG. 
“At one of the usual soccer grounds like 
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Olympic Park in Melbourne or the Sydney 
Sports Ground, we can guarantee only about 
five or so thousand seats.” 

Sheean said ASFM was determined to pro- 
vide the best facilities for soccer fans. 

“Tt is unfortunate that there isn’t a proper 
football ground in either Sydney or Melbourne 
that we can use, but then, that’s something 
that’s-out of our hands.” 

He said it was a “‘disgrace”’ Sydney did not 
have a fully-seated ground capable of taking 
40,000 people at least. 

“None of the three major codes in Sydney — 
League, Union or Soccer — has its own 
ground, and so they all have to use the SCG, 
which is not really suited to their needs.” 


Manchester United guest player Frank 
Worthington was in agreement with Arok 
when he said playing soccer on a true soccer 
pitch made the match al! the more enjoyable 
for fans and players alike. 


“Out there (the SCG) you feel a million 
miles from the fans, and a million miles from 
each of your team mates,” Worthington said. 

‘Although the ground may be the regulation 
size, al] that space gives you the illusion of it 
being the biggest soccer field in the world. 


‘“fhat never produces entertaining soccer. 

“Maybe you should think about playing im- 
portant matches somewhere else, because 
here (the SCG) you'll give World Cup oppo- 
nents an advantage by keeping them away 
from the spectators.”

David Mitchell and

than Frank Farina,. 
who played for only 


15 minutes. 

Coach Frank Arok said after 
the game that he would make 
Farina, Tommy McCulloch, 
Alex Robertson and Ian Gray 
available for Eddie Thomson's 
B squad for yesterday’s (Tues- 
day's) game against Glasgow 
Rangers in Adelaide just to 
give them a chance at a full 
match 

Farina deserves more than 
that. On his performance in 
the last 15 minutes against 
Rangers on Saturday, he 
should be a regular — for his 
phenomenal speed alone! 

After replacing Mitchell, 
Farina easily could have 
scored two goals in counter- 
attacks — and Australia is 
counter-attacking often in this 
series, First, Farina hit the far 
post with an angled shot that 
beat goalkeeper Peter 
McCloy, and later McCloy, on 
his knees, managed to stretch 
out his long arm and get his 
fingertips at Farina’s lob. 

“It was so easy to attack 
when Frank came on,” said 
Alan Davidson after the 
match. ‘‘All we had to do was 
hit the spaces, and Frank 
would use his speed to get the 
ball. There was lots of space 
for him, because all the 
Rangers players were pushing 


Farina's brief but spectacu- 
lar appearance warmed the 
heart of his father, Paul, who 
had come down from Papua 
New Guinea to watch this 
match, and also the scoreless 
draw with Manchester United 
the previous Sunday. It was in 
Port Moresby that young 
Frank learned to play soccer. 
Later, the family moved to 
Cairns, and only this year has 
Farina started playing NSL 
soccer with Canberra Arrows. 

The excitement of this 
match had the crowd roaring 
with the almost frightening 
gusto you find at a bull fight. 
Australia led 1-0 with a goal by 
Steve O'Connor, Ally McCoist 
equalised within a minute, but 
in another two-minute period, 
John Kosmina and Mitchell 
made it 3-1. Rangers threw 
everyone forward after half 
time, McCoist made it 3-2 
irom a penalty, and a header 
by John MacDonald, which 
would have tied the match, 
was disallowed by referee 
Doug Rennie. Rangers con- 
tinued to press, with big Dave 
VWicPherson switched from 
attack to midfield, but the Soc- 
ceroos’ defence withstood the 
pressure, and in the end, 
Farina was unlucky not to 
have scored two more. 

It may not be generally 
known, but Australia’s last 
loss fo a touring club side from 
wwerseas. before the current 


series, was back in 1979, when 
Partizan Belgrade beat the 
Socceroos 1-0 in Sydney. 

After that, Australia beat 
the New York Cosmos 2-1 
(goals: Rooney, Henderson), 
beat AC Milan 2-1 (Cole pen, 
Jankovics) and drew with 
Dinamo Zagreb 3-3 (Davidson, 
Sharne, Spanos). 

If we’re looking for a pointer 
towards Australia’s coming 
matches against Juventus, we 
have to go back to 1976, when 
the Socceroos played against 
Bologna and the Italian Army. 
In Adelaide, Richie Bell, Dave 
Harding and Atti Abonyi 
scored the goals that downed 
Bologna 3-0 — and this was the 
match in which the present 
Socceroos captain, John Kos- 
mina, made his debut. Last 
Sunday, Kosmina played his 
60th game for the Socceroos, 
and scored his 27th goal. The 
return match against Bologna, 
in Sydney, was drawn 0-0, and 
Australia lost 1-3 to the Italian 
Army. Our scorer was Peter 
Ollerton. 

Since then, Australia's only 
other game against Italian op- 
position was on the Socceroos’ 
1980 world tour. The game was 
against Fiorentina, which won 
2-0 in Florence, with Antog- 
noni and Orlandini scoring the 
goals 

But back to Rangers. In 
beating them last Sunday, 
Australia did what about 15 op- 
ponents had failed to do in the 
past three months, and also 
gained revenge on behalf of 
the national B team which had 
lost to Rangers 1-2 three days 
earlier. 

Rangers coach Jock Wallace 
-—- the thorough sportsman 
after every game — had no 
complaints despite having lost 
a second player with a leg- 
break 

“I was disappointed with 
our finishing, but if you got a 
game like that every week, 
you'd certainly get the crowds 
back,’ he said 

Wallace was impressed by 
David Mitchell — playing 
against his own club for the 
first time — John Kosmina 
and, in the first half, Alan Da- 
vidson, who became less con- 
spicuous later because he was 
playing with a calf injury. 

“It was a great game of 
football,” he added. ‘‘We got 
beat, so we got beat. It could 
have been 7-6 either way." 

Asked to compare the Aus- 
tralian A and B teams, he 
said: ‘The A team is a more 
mature team, but you've got a 
lot of good ones in the B team 
as well.” 

The only thing that dis- 
appointed Arok was the size of 
the winning margin. ‘I looked 
at it as the first leg of a World 
Cup tie, and in such a match 
you need to establish at least a 
two-goal advantage. Unfortu- 
nately, we came out of it with 
4 lead of only one goal,’’ he 
said.

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Juve Italy's

Another Dane, Karl Hansen, 
joined the Turinese in time to 
contribute towards the 1951- 
52 championship triumph, but 
within four years the Scandina- 
vian contingent had moved on, 
to be replaced by a couple of 
even greater heroes. 


John Charles, a giant 
Welshman who was equal- 
ly devasting in the heart of 
defence or opposition pen- 
alty area, moved from 
‘Leeds United for $136,000 
in 1957. 


The same year saw Omar 
Sivori brought from Argentina 
for a then world record fee of 
$182,000 — money his previous 
club. River Plate, used to com- 
plete the stadiam, which 
staged the 1978 World Cup 
Final, 


Sivori, Charles and Boni- 
parti spearheaded Juventus to 
three league titles in four 
years. 


That side was obviously one 
of great quality, yet it failed to 
make any impression at all in 
European club competitions. 


Juve’s first venture was a 
total disaster — a 3-8 loss to 
unrated Vienna Sports Club, 
yet proved indicative of what 
came later. 

It did become the first team 
to beat Real Madrid on its own 
turf, but typically, then pro- 
ceeded to lose the second leg 
at home and subsequent play- 
off. 

A 1-4 debacle at CDNA Sofia 
also holds bitter memories. 

It has been suggested that 
Juventus’ wretched displays 
were due to some measure of 
its insistence upon travelling 
to all away games by train — 
because Sivori refused to fly. 

There is some credence in 
this, as a year after the Argen- 
tine departed for Napoli, it at 
last reached a European final, 
only to lose to Ferencvaros; 
despite playing on its own 
pitch! 

That was ini965 and by this 
time the Italian federation had 
placed a ban upon its clubs 
signing foreign players. 

Juventus now had to restrict 
its sights to home-produced 
talent and, naturally, it sought 
the best. 

The world transfer record 
was broken again in 1968, when 
Pietro Anastasi moved from 
Varese for $880,000. 
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Anastasi played, and scored, 
during the Zebras' next ap- 
pearance in a European final; 
yet they lost again, this time to 
Leeds United, which won the 
UEFA Cup on the away goals 
ruling. 

A third defeat in a continent- 
wide trophy decider was sus- 
tained when Ajax Amsterdam, 
as expected, completed a hat- 
trick of Champions’ Cup suc- 
cesses with a 1-0 victory. 

Juventus finally made the 
breakthrough in 1977, defeat- 
ing Athletic Bilbao in the 
UEFA Cup final. 

By now, almost all of Italy's 
top players wore black and 
white jerseys, so thorough had 
the Zebras been in accumula- 
ting the country’s bet. 

When Italy played West 
Germany in the 1978 World 
Cup, 10 of the Italians were 
under contract to Juventus, 
which also had a half share in 
the other — Paulo Rossi — so 
the Turin club could claim to 
have 10} players on the field 

The next Mundial was won 
by an Italian side containing 
six from Juve. 

Immediately afterwards, 
the-ftalian federation lifted the 
barriers to foreign players and 
two of the best Michel Platini 
and Zbigniew Boniek, moved 
to Turin. 

Now a virtual European All- 
Star Xl, Juventus is desperate 
to lift the one trophy that has 
eluded it — the Champions’ 
Cup. 

The Cup Winners’ Cup hold- 
ers’ desire to acquire the final 
jewel for its crown is nearly an 
obsession intensified by an 
eagerness to erase memories 
of that feeble performance 
against SV Hamburg a year 
ago and to justify the Fiat mil- 
lions spent on building the 
current team. 

To outsiders, it is merely a 
curious anomaly that Juven- 
tus, which has been Italian 
champions 21 times (Inter- 
nazionale Milan comes next 
with 12 and Italian Cup 
winners on seven occasions 
has yet to lift Europe’s most 
prestigious club trophy. 

For Juve’s faithful, how- 
ever, that represents a dis- 
grace, and one which is made 
all the more bitter by Milanese 
clubs having four times hosted 
the silverware in their San 
Siro Stadium 

But, with the quality of 
players currently wearing the 
famous black and white stri- 
pes, surely the day of ultimate 
triumph is not far away.

The commanding pres- 
ence of Remi Moses in 
midfield and the skill and 
off-the-ball running of 
Mark Hughes up front 
highlighted Manchester 
United’s 1-0 win against a 
lethargic Nottingham For- 
est. : 

United, always in control, 
played the ball out from the 
back in style. With Tommy 
Hutchinson and especially 
Peter Barnes causing Forest 
headaches out wide, the Not- 
tingHam outfit never was in 
the hunt. 

Forest just had no bite up 


front. And whiie Colin Walsh 
got past Billy Garton a few 
times, Steve Wigley, out wide 
on the right for Forest, never 
got 2 look in against big Paul 
McGrath 

The United fans, some res- 
plendent in Mohican hair- 
styles, others opting for more 
conventional but still stunning 
hairstyles and strange tinting 
combinations, saved some of 
their most venomous chants 
for former United striker 
Gary Birtles, oblivious to the 
fact that Birtles will be oper- 
ated on for a serious back 
injury as soon as he returns to 
England. 


Indeed, Birtles shouldn’t 
even be on tour with Forest. 
He wanted to have the oper- 
ation immediately at the end 
of the recently completed Eng- 
lish season, so that he wouldn’t 
miss too much of the 1984-85 
season. But Forest boss Brian 
Clough, a tough goalscorer in 
his day with an even tougher 
reputation as a football man- 
ager, insisted that Birtles go 
on tour. 

There's talk of United sign- 
ing winger Peter Barnes once 
it returns to England and man- 
ager Ron Atkinson must have 
been extremely pleased with 
the former England inter- 
national’s display here. 


Age certainly hasn’t made 
inroads upon the ability of Hut- 
chinson and Frank Worth- 
ington, who, along with Barn- 
es, are guesting for United. 

Hutchinson glided past oppo- 
nents with the grace of old 
while Worthington, particular- 
ly from one free kick deftly 
curled around the defensive 
wall only to be greeted by the 
near post, showed that he still 
will be a force in English foat- 
ball with Brighton, the club he 
switched to recently from 
Southampton. 
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The look on Des Walker's face says it all.

Alan Davidson and Joe Watson brushed aside oppo- 
nents with ease; Graham Jennings motored down the left 
flank like a steam train and David Ratcliffe — after a 
pre-match painkilling injection — made life hell for Gary 
Birtles, underlining with great flourish the Socceroos’ re- 
markable emergence as potential World Cup finalists. 

Forest coach Ron Fenton said it all after the match; ‘‘Australia 
would be a power in the English First Division on this display, but 
it would have to produce similar form in every game, week in, 
week out.” 

Australian coach Frank Arok said it had been one of Australia’s 
greatest performances, 

And the result was achieved with a positive, attacking ap- 
proach 

The Socceroos used full backs Davidson and Jennings as wide 
midfielders and Arok used a third forward for the first time — 
David Mitcheli — to support John Kosmina and Marshall Soper. 
The middle was manned by Watson and Ken Murphy — both at- 
tacking players — leaving only Charlie Yankos, Steve O'Connor 
and Ratcliffe as the defensive trio. 

Such was the effectiveness of Australia’s three defenders that 
Davonport and $2 million man Birtles rarely were able to give 
goalkeeper Terry Greedy a scare. 

Birtles paid tribute to the Socceroos afterwards. Although he 
thought Forest should have won, he said Australia had closed 
Forest down very quickly in all positions, making it difficult 
indeed for Forest to get anything going. . 

Quite apart from the drive provided by Watson, Davidson and 
Jennings, we also must look to the attack. 

Mitchell, Soper and Kosmina were up against some of the best 
— Chris Fairclough, Viv Anderson, Bryn Gunn — but the Soc- 
ceroo strikers battled like demons 

Kosmina did the slogging, close stuff and Soper and Mitchell 
opened up with great effect, even if Mitchell was replaced by 
Frank Farina !ate in the game. 

Australia’s first flurry was in the seventh minute, starting with 
Kosmina’s turn past a defender. Kosmina’s shot was blocked, and 
a similar fate befell follow-up shots by Davidson and Soper. 

Greedy was forced into action shortly afterwards, clearing in 
front of Davonport, after Wigley had motored down the flank, and 
Wigley himself was narrowly wide. 

The deadlock was broken in the 25th minute. Greedy raced out 
of his area, to the left touchline, where he pounced on the ball to 
stop Birtles from cutting inside. The handball offence earned 
Greedy the yellow card from referee Barry Harwood, and from 
Colin Walsh’s free kick, Viv Anderson rose high to head the first 

oal. 
e But Australia equalised only six minutes later. Jennings cut the 
ball back from the left for Murphy who belted it past Hans van 
Breukelen, the Dutch goalkeeper. 

And Davidson came close to putting Australia into the lead, 
rising unchallenged to a high ball from Jennings, but heading 
across goal. 

But the best chance fell to Murphy in the 55th minute. Davidson 
cut inside brilliantly and gave the ball to Murphy who, after play- 
ing a one-two with Mitchell, miscued his shot from an unmarked 
position dead in front. 

Forest continued to be dangerous, however. When Wigley sent 
Anderson for a run down the line, Socceroo coach Frank Arok was 
hiding his face in despair. Anderson went all the way to the bye- 
'line and cut the ball square for Birtles, who however, saw his shot 
blocked. 

Davonport, who had been hurt in a tackle by Yankos, was re- 
placed by Steve Hodge in the 72nd minute and shortly afterwards 
a powerful long-range shot by Soper was deflected over the bar by 
van Breukelen for a corner. 

Joe Watson, who had been so brilliant against the club where he 
once was an apprentice, was replaced with two minutes to go by 
Ian Gray — a substitution designed to waste a bit of time more 
than anything.

British record transfers 


in 1973 the British record transfer fee was 250,000 pounds paid by Derby County to Leicester 
City in August 1972 for David Nish. Since then the highest amount has risen as follows: Feb. 
1974 Bob Latchford Birmingham C. to Everton 350,000 pounds. June 1977 Kevin Keegan 
Liverpool to SV Hamburg 500,000 pounds. Jan, 1979 David Mills Middlesborough to WBA 
516,000 pounds. Feb. 1979 Trevor Francis Birmingham C. to Nottm. F. 1,180,000 pounds. Sept. 
1979 Steve Daley Wolves to Man. C. 1,437,500 pounds. Sept. 1979 Andy Gray Aston Villa to 
Wolves 1,469,000 pounds. Oct. 1981 Bryan Robson WBA to Man.Utd. 1,500,000 pounds. 

The only player to be involved in as many as three 1m pounds transfers is Trevor Francis. 
Following the transfer from Birmingham to Nottingham Forest noted above he was transferred to 
Manchester City in September 1981 for 1,200,000 pounds. This was followed in August 1982 
Sy another 1,000,000 move to Sampdoria (Genoa). Total 3,380,000 pounds. 

Nottingham Forest has been involved in more 1m pound transfers than any other club. A total 
of five as follows — bought Trevor Francis from Birmingham in February for 1979 for 1,180,000, 
lan Wallace from Coventry City for 1,250,000 in July 1980, and Justin Fashanu from Norwich 
City in August 1981 for 1m pounds, sold Garry Birtles to Manchester U. in October 1980 for 
1,250,000, and Trevor Francis to Manchester C. in September 1981 1981 for 1,200,000 


pounds. 


Apart from Nottingham Forest only two other British clubs have paid out 1m pounds for a 
player on as many as three occasions — Manchester City with Steve Daley, Kevin Reeves and 
Trevor Francis, and Manchester United with Garry Birtles, Frank Stapleton and Bryan Robson.

Its fourth champions’ cup triumph — albeit on p nalties 
against Roma — leaves Liverpool just two behind Real's 
record haul of six and there is every reason to beJ.eve it will 
surpass the Spaniards before the end of the 1980s. 

For Liverpool basically is a young team and i, must dis- 
hearten the likes of Juventus, Stuttgart, Benfica and Aber- 
deen, who will seek to dethrone it next season, that only Phil 
Neal and Kenny Dalglish are nearing the end of their careers. 

But there is an abundance of talent just waiting for a chan- 
ce. Young Steve Nicol, who came on for a tiring Dalglish 


: during the first period of extra time, may ultimately replace 


Neal at fullback while recent signings John Wark and Paul 

Walsh should give Liverpool an even more powerful look next 
ear. 

- Wark, signed from Ipswich after the European deadline, 

played a major pole in the run-in to the league title and itis an 

open secret he will take the number 10 shirt off Craig John- 

ston’s back. 

Walsh, signed for $1.5 million from Luton in May, may have 
to wait a little longer, however. The 21-year-old, who has al- 
ready played for England, will be groomed for Dalglish’s role 
up front alongside Ian Rush. 

But even at 33, Dalglish is not quite ready to seek a more 
sedate activity and Walsh may have to be content to appear 
occasionally as substitute when the Scottish veteran’s. legs 
cease to obey the orders of his incomparable football brain. 

Whatever manager Joe Fagan's line-up, Liverpool will just 
go on winning. 

This deserved victory over an excellent Roma side was 
its 27th major trophy which includes 15 English league 
championships, two UEFA, four F.A. and two League cups. 

An early goal by Neal, cancelled out 60 seconds before half- 
time by Roberto Pruzzo, took the Champions’ Cup into a pen- 
alty shoot-out for the first time in its 29-year history. 

Incredibly, even after Nico] blasted Liverpool’s first spot- 
kick over the crossbar, it was Roma's nerve which cracked 
under the almost unbearable pressure. 

Roma’s Swedish manager Nils Liedholm had feared Liver- 
pool’s physical and mental stamina would be decisive if the 
match went past 99 minutes, but was still forced to admit: 
“We had no idea they would be so strong, or so good.” 

While Liverpool like to rebuild gradually and without fuss 
— Neal is the only survivor of the side which won the Eu- 
ropean Cup for the first time in Rome in 1977 —- Roma may be 
forced to make a number of changes next season. 

Liedholm himself appears set to move north to AC Milan, 
the club he graced as a player in the 1950s, and, 
coincidentally, Roma's opponents in this month’s Italian Cup 
final. 

There also are rumours linking Zico’s name with the club 
with the possibility of fellow-Brazilian Toninho Cerezo — a 
lethargic and anonymous figure in the Champions’ Cup final 
— moving to Udinese in part exchange. 

If Roma succeeds in luring Zico to the eternal city, he could 
provide the inspiration to turn an excellent team into one 
capable of winning one of Europe's glittering prizes.

France, whose sparkling soccer has won 
friends but not trophies, finds itself in the 
unaccustomed role of favorite for the Eu- 
ropean championship finals it stages this 


month. 

Victories over England, 
Austria and above all West 
Germany this year have flat- 
tered French hopes of winning 
a major title — a feat which 
has always eluded it. 

And in European Footballer 
of the Year Michel Platini, it 
has arguably the greatest 
match-winner in the tourna- 
ment. 

A French triumph would be 
a fitting way to bid farewell to 


Michel Hidalgo, its thoughtful, 


manager, who will hand over 
the job he has held for the best 
part of a decade after the 
finals. 

Hidalgo fashioned sides of 
great skill, flair and adventure 
which enabled France to reach 
the 1978 and 1982 World Cup 
final series and grace them 
with style after 12 years in the 
wilderness. 

Few teams emerged from 
the 1982 World Cup Finals in 
Spain with greater glory than 
France, which went out on a 
night of nerve-shredding ex- 
citement, beaten in the semi- 
finals. 

Last month’s 1-0 victory 
over West Germany in Stras- 
bourg provided more than re- 
venge for the “Thriller in Seil- 
la"" — it made Hidalgo’s team 
the front-runner to take the 
European title — its rival stil! 
holds. 

It was all the more grat- 
ifying because it was accom- 
plished — like the one over 
Austria — without the in- 
spiration of Platini, who has 
not released by his Italian 
masters Juventus of Turin. 

What pleased, Hidalgo par- 
ticularly was the commitment 
his side showed, challenging 
opponents and working for 

each other, adding steel to its 
zame. 

Platini is now back with the 


French squad, having joined it 
fresh from his European Cup 
Winners’ Cup triumph with Ju- 
ventus, in the Pyrenean moun- 
tain village of Font-Romeu to 
prepare for the championship. 

The 20-strong squad, which 
has had a lot of snow and bad 
weather to put up with at Font- 
Romeu, contains many famil- 
iar faces, including six from 
the 1978 World Cup squad. 

The Arentina veterans are 
defenders Patrick Battiston 
and Maxine Bossis, midfield 
visionary Platini, flying 
wingers Dominique Rocheteau 
and Didier Six, and striker 
Bernard Lacombe, the most 
prolific marksman in French 
First Division history. 

Platini is the fulcrum of the 
side, a player of rare and mag- 
ical skills, who transforms 
games both by making and 
scoring goals. 

France’s 2-0 win over Eng- 
land here four months ago was 
illuminated by two superb 
goals from the master — a loo- 
ping header and a searing free- 
kick — and the French captain 
has topped the Italian goal- 
scoring charts for the past two 
seasons. 

But even without Platini, 
France has a wealth of mid- 
field talent, most notably in 
little Alain Giresse and the 
tigerish Jean Tigana, who both 
helped Bordeaux win the 
French First Division for the 
first time in 34 years this sea- 
son, 

Giresse, who supplied the 
pass for Platini’s first goal 
against England, also scored a 
lot of goals this season before 
he suffered a bad thigh injury 
two months ago from which he 
has only just recovered.

Italy has gained its latest South American millionaire and Brazil 
has lost the last of its current crop of soccer heroes with the. 
transfer of Socrates, the cigarette-smoking doctor, to Fiorentina. 
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Michel Platini

injury and the years inter- 
vened, 

Bellone’s only outing in

Apart from Le Roux, the 
only likely first-choice players

The sale of Socrates for 
$2.7 million means the whole 
of Brazil’s magical midfield 
from the 1982 World Cup is 
now in Italy, ironically the 
country which denied Brazil 
its expected place in the 
final in Spain. 

The midfield quartet of 
Socrates, Zico, Faicao and 
Cerezo dazzled the world 
with their skills only to trip 
up against Italy in the second 
phase of the competition. 

The Italians clearly were 
impressed. Falcao, by then 
already playing in the Italian 
League, was followed by 
Zico and Cerezo last year. 

Now Socrates has gone. 
Known throughout Brazil as 
The Doctor — he is medi- 
cally qualified — Socrates 
scored 160 goals for Sao 
Paulo's Corinthians during 
his six seasons with the club. 

But his talent stretches 
beyond the scoring of memo- 
rable goals like the crashing 
30-metre drive which stag- 
gered the Soviet Union 
during the last World Cup. 

Possessing surprising 
speed for a man not far short 
of two metres tall, he is also 
master of the flicked first- 
time pass which can split a 
defence in two. 

However, despite his un- 
doubted gifts, commentators 
wonder how well the 30-year- 
old Socrates — whose full 
name, Socrates Brasileiro de 
Sousa Vieira de Oliveira, 
reads like a team sheet — 
will adapt to the Italian way 
of football, with its author- 
itarian reputation. 

Socrates has a number of 
habits which are, to say the 
least, unusual in a great 
player. How many others 
survive in top-class football 
smoking a _ packet of 
cigarettes a day and in- 
dulging in the occasional 


Asked how he would react 
if Italian newspapers began 
publishing photographs of 
him with a glass in his hand, 
he replied: ‘‘That’s all right, 
I shall not be hiding. I like 
beer, not Coca-Cola, and 
what I do outside the games 
is my business." 

For Corinthians’ coach 
Jorge Vieira, Socrates would 
be the greatest player in the 
world if it were not for “his 
little habits’. 

Socrates is also a man of 
strong political opinions. 
Before a crowd of more than 
a million people gathered in 
the centre of Sao Paulo last 
month during a campaign to 
restore direct elections for 
the country’s presidency, 
Socrates promised to stay if 
the campaign succeeded. 

His former club is unique 
in Brazilian football in that it 
allows players a say in key 
decisions. Socrates himself 
was instrumental in setting 
up the so-called ‘‘Corin- 
thians democracy”’.

In English football 
circles the name 
Edwards is syno- 
nymous with Man- 
chester United.

He said England manager 
Bobby Robson would never get 
the sort of co-operation from 
the clubs that had happened 
here in Australia during the 
current series. 

“The clubs should be con- 
gratulated,"’ he said. 

‘With a sound national team 
as a showpiece, attention is on 
the code ~something that is ob- 
viously important in Austra- 


Edwards felt the English 
team's poor recent perform- 
ances were the result of a 
number of factors. 

“When people say: ‘Why 
doesn’t England do so well 
when English clubs have been 
dominating Europe for the last 
10 years’, I always have a 
simple answer. 

“It’s because the clubs 
aren't fully English — they are 
really British. 

“*You just have to look at our 


side, or Liverpool, and you see 
there is a blend of Scots, Irish, 
Welsh and the odd continental 
player. 

He said it had been sugges- 
ted in the past — and was 
being brought up again — that 
perhaps the four ‘Home Coun- 
tries’ should play as Great 
Britain. 

“It’s a
